[Text] Chama Cha Mapindusi and FRELIMO yesterday agreed on a two-year programe 
of co-operation and identified five key areas of emphasia over the period. 


A joint communique signed in Dar es Salaam yesterday between the COM Chief Execu- 
tive Secretary, Ndugu Daudi Mwakaweeto, and the leader of the Frelimo delegation, 
Major-General Armando Panguene liste the five pointe of co-operation as: 

~-The exchange of Party delegations at all levels; 


~-Training of Party cadres in each other's ideological inetitutions including the 
exchange of tutore in these institutions for short periods; 


~-Enhancing of existing co-operation between the relevant mass organisations under 
the two Parties, and identifying additional areas of euch cooperation; 


--OCultural exchanges, including language training, and; 


-<The provision of vacational facilities for Party leaders in each other's country. 





The communique said the headquarters of the two Parties would consult each other 
in elaboration and tmaplemention of the programme. 


It said in assessing the future challenges of the two countries and Africa, partic- 
ularly the need to safeguard and consolidate freedom and independence and accel- 
erate the process of economic and social development on the basis of socialian, 
the two Parties underscored their supremacy in directing all aspects of development 
in the two countries. 


The communique said: “Such co-operation and solidarity is rendered equally urgent 
by the need to contribute decisively to the final liquidation of colonialism in 
Namibia and apartheid in South Africa”.

AHIDJO DRAWS THE LINE ON LIBYAN EXPANSIONISM

[Text] President Ahidjo wants to stop the advance into Black 
Africa by the Libyan mischief-maker Qadhdhafi. 


At 9 o'clock they were still sitting cosily in a bush restaurant, the Porte Mayo, 
enjoying their evening meal of Riverfish Capitaine. 


At 11 o'clock they were noticed by the Cameroon Security Service, and at 3 o'clock 
in the morning the cosiness was gone: Ahmed and Omar, two Libyan agents, were 
arrested. 


Both of them aroused suspicion when they were praising the "Green Book," the 
glorious thoughts o. their great Chairman Qadhdhafi. And the people in the northern 
part of Black Africa do not like to hear things like that. Because, since the rich 
Libyan swallowed poor Chad, fear is spreading of Libyan infiltrators, of new 
adventures of the oil-colonel. 


As a matter of fact, murder commandoes are sneaking into Cumeroon from the Chadian 
capital of N'Djamena almost daily, liquidating sympathizers of the anti-Libyan 
Hissein-Habre rebels. "T> avoid calling attention to themselves through pistol- 
shots, most of the time these fellows simply cut the throats of their victims," 

a former Chadian diplomat living in exile in Cameroon complains. 


As a consequence, black policemen and secret agents are looking for messengers 
with the green primer, particularly in the northern part of Cameroon between the 
city of Kusseri on the Chadian border and the traffic junction of Ngaundere in 

the central high plateau. In the meantime a total of 5,000 men, half of the army 
of his country, has been transferred to the northern border by Cameroon's President 
Ahmadou Ahidjo. 


The 56-year-old Ahidjo, a Mos em like Qadhdhafi, was able to quietly establish a 
black African front against radical Libya and through his personal involvement 
get the Organization of African Unity (OAU) to follow a strict anti-Qadhdhafi 
course. 





In the meantime Qadhdhafi has become alarmed, considering the African so danzerous 
that he sent a special messenger to him with a warning aginet proceeding too 
vigorously. Ahidjo, however, did not even grant an audience to the "special envoy" 
of the Libyan. 


Subsequently Qadhdhafi sent Ali Turayki, his foreign minister, who was aleo treated 
in a humiliating manner and brushed off in Jaunde. He was only received by an 
undersecretary; Cameroon's newspapers did not even consider it worthwhile to mention 
the visit of the unpopular guest. 


The audience that was denied to Qadhdhafi's envoy wae granted immediately to one 

of his most important antagonists: Hissein Habre, leader of che Northern Armed 
Forces in Chad, who has vowed “to transport Satan Qadhdhafi to where he belongs--in 
hell,” was received by Ahidjo. 


Cameroon's president even took the militant former minis.er from Chad to a small 
Franco-African summit conference in ®razzaville. 


Nevertheless: Even Ahidjo does not. ¢ a direct confrontation with Libya--at 
least not until che borders have been ivrtified and a Pan-African defense alliance 
has been forme.. As a consequence, Cameroon does not permit Habre militiamen to 
carry weapons. 


But the rebels “appreciate Ahidjo's sympathies anyway," one of their commanders 
told DER SPIEGEL in the occupied N'Djamena. 


For a good reason: During the special VAU meeting on Chad in January in the 
Togolese capital of Lome, it was--after all--Cameroon's head of state who had 
"kicked and pushed" the African heads of .tate who were present until they were 
headed the right way (according to a conference observer). 


The conference participants finally demanded the withdrawal of the Libyans from 
Chad, stationing of an African peac» corps in Chad and free elections to be held 
in April. 


No doubt, the Qadhdhafi opponent from Jaunde was and is benefiting from the fact 
that the Libyan is continuing his provocations undauntedly--which in itself is a 
factor that causes more and more black Africans to turn against him. 


In Jaunde, for instance, Libyans and African helpers trained in Libya were caught 
smuggling weapons and dynamite into the building of the "Libyan-Cameroonian Society 
for Agricultural Cooperation." The society was dissolved, the Libyan members were 
asked to lee the country. 


An incident which took place in Nigeria is also considered a humiliating one by many 
Africans. Four Libyan cargo planes landed at the Maidaguri Air Base without notice. 
The Libyans came to terms wi~' the local commandant (the shocked central government 
in Lagos has begun proceedings to investigate his actions), “happy as larks and 
grinning" (according to an eyewitness) they bought flour, meat ar! vegetables and 
subsequently continued their flight to N'0jamena, without any interference from 
Nigerian fighter planes. 











in the meantime, Nigeria's President Shagari announced during 4 state vieit in 
Jaunde that hie country would “more than double military expenditures.” 


There are aleo close ties between Ahidjo and the follewing open enemies of Libya: 
Senega!, Gambia, Sierra Leone, Upper Volta, the Ivory Coast and Niger, which is 
especially threatened because it borders on Libya. And, consequently, Ahidjo's 
net, which has been stretched out extensively, is slowly being pulled in. 





Approval has even come from the People's Republic of Benin, where politicians are 
calling for “wore courage in the fight againet the Libyan slave-traders attitude.” 


"It de high time," LE SOLEIL, the Dakar, Senegal, daily paper seconded, “to 
establish a defense front to counter Libyan imperialicn. 


Finally, the Gabun estate radio called upon “all of Africa to reduce to 4 normal 
degree the influence of Moscow's surrogate in the African fatherland.”

VISIT OF UN HIGH COMMISSIONER POR REFUGEES 
Djtboutt LA NATION DJIBOUTI in Prench 26 Jan 61 p 12 


[Article: "UN High Commiastoner for Refugees Visite Several Camps: “One Must 
Think Above All of the Dignity of Man") 


{Text} The whole philosophy of the work of United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees Poul Hartling could, it seems, 
be summarized in this phrase: “One gust think above all of 
the dignity of aan.” 


After several full days, both in visite “in the field" to 
several refugee campe which our country accomodates and in 
ontact with all the responsible officials working for the 
solution of this painful problem, the UN high commissioner 
for refugees explained and commented on the action under way 
to the Djibouti press. 


Just before meeting the press Poul Hartling had been received 
by the president, with whom he had a very useful meeting, in 
particular on the delicate question of the “refugee” which 
needs to be defined carefully so that the aid of all kinds 
which has been received can be used in 4 just and equitable 


way. 
Djibouti Initiatives 


Responding to the first question from our colleague from RTD [Djibouti Radio- 
Television) on the meetings which he has had in Djibouti, the UN high commissioner 
not only recalled the usefulness of his meetings with the highest Djibouti leaders 
for the redefinition of the aid program undertaken by the UNHCR for the last 
several years, but aleo underlined the human quality of the reception accorded 
him which has permitted his to appreciate fully the beauty of the country, as well 
as the qualities of ite inhabitants in facing up to their problems. 


Hartling had occasion to underline the interest he had in Djibouti programs, such 
as the dams recently built by the district of Ali-Sabieh to store water once the 
rains come (see LA NATION 12 February). These are programs which show that 
Diibouti leaders + e not just waiting for international assistance. 











More Than | Billiton Djibouti France 


To clarify United Nations aid to Djibouti for the refugees, the high commissioner 
cited two key figures: for 1976, 108 million Djiboutt france; for 1981, 1,269 
billion Djifbouct francs, or 12 times more. This assistance aleo includes survival 
aid in the form of distribution of food and actions intended to help the refugees 
resume 4 “normal” life (housing, health service), ae well ae expenditures .. 
prepare the refugees for their future ae free and dignified human beings 
(establishment of economic activity, professional training, schools, studies of 
various kinds). 


Among the programe to which he attaches particular importance Hartling noted the 
“exemplary” agricultural experiment at Mouloud where, with the praiseworthy aid 
of the volunteers from "Volunteers for Progress,” 12 refugee families, associated 
with 12 Djibouti families, are providing an example of resaining their dignity by 
producing vegetables, which makes it possible for them “to make their living.” 


The high commisstconer also noted the activity at the very important camp at 
Dikhil, where re‘ugees are building permanent housing for their families which 
thus are regainfne, little by little, gore comfortable living conditions than 
those in tente. 


Repatriation Must Be Freely Chosen 


A delicate point was raised: that of the eventual repatriation of the refugees 
to their countries of origin. The high commissioner for refugees considers these 
cases of repatriation one of the means ior the refugees to regain their dignity. 
However, one cannot ignore the political circumstances which, unfortunately, make 
euch repatriation impossible (and which are even co:.cinuing to provoke further 
refugee flows to Djibouti). It is owt of the question to undertake “forced” 
repatriation or repatriation without ie consent of the countries of origin of 
these refugees. Contact has been ertablished with the leaders of these countries, 
and measures have been undertaken ¢. ensure that repatriation is materially 
possible for the families which desire it. However, in any case, this return 

to their own country gust be absolutely a matter of free choice. 


Charity and Progress 


Poul Hartling expertly sidestepped a little trap in 4 question making reference to 
hie past as a man of the church (see his curriculum vitae in LA NATION last week). 
He said that the spirit of charity in religion, in his wind, has never been 
separate [ror the search for progress undertaken by the political figure which 


he has subse vent’y become. During his life, as guch as in his present work in 
the e@rvice of ref. oes, the search for a life of freedom and dignity for human 
beings whom one wishes to help gust be 4 permanent coacern in any charitable 
activity. One must not lose «‘eht of the fact that the best service which one 
could do for refugees is to i«t chem regain their self-sufficiency (the Mouloud 
experiment) and thus their dignity.

Halt of the Refugees in the World Are Africans 


The last question in this preas conference provided an opportunity for the “boss” 
of the UN High Commfasion for Refugees to recall the tmportance of the problem of 
refugees in Africa. An international conference should take place in April in 
Geneva under the auspices of the OAU and the UN, Hartling expects two results to 
come from thie meeting: obtaining {rom the international community ore funde and 
Various measures to resolve the problems of refugees; and above all providing 
information to the tnhabitante of the countries from which the refugees come 
regarding the dramatic situation not only of the refugees themselves but also of 
the countries which are giving them shelter. Thies is particularly the case on 

the continent of Africa, where half of the refugees in the world are to be found. 


One would be tempted to add to the comforting words of Poul Hartling: particularly 
in Ditbouti, where the proportion of refugees to the aumber of inhabitants of the 
country and to national income is surely one of the highest in the world. However, 
thanks to the visit of the United Nations high commissioner for refugees, we know 
that the international community is conscious of the situation.

ELF OFFLCLAL SEES LMPROVEMENT IN MILITARY, POLITICAL SITUATION 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 4 Jan 61 p 3 


[Article: “Director of the ELF Office in Kuwait; Military and Political Situa- 
tion laproves; ELF Delegation's Vieite to Kuwait, Syria and Moscow Are Highlights 
of Political Activity; We will Accept a Peaceful Solution If It Ie Juat and 
Achieves Independence and Sovereignty") 





(Text) ‘Ali Muhammad Salih, the ELF's representative in Kuwait, characterized 
1980 ae a year of political and military victories in Eritrea. He asserted that 
the front made tremendows etrides in the fields of agricultural reform, educa- 
tion and health services despite the modest revenues and resources available. 


Salih described Revolutionary Council head Ahmad Naesir's visit to Kuwait and his 
meting with the amir, the crown prince and Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad, as among the 
most important of the visite that have achieved such positive results for the 
revolution and the Eritrean cause. He aleo stated that the ELF favors a peace- 
ful solution, but euch a solution gust be a just one which guarantees the sov- 


ereignty and independence of the Eritrean people. 


The director of the ELF's Kuwaiti office said the following: “The past year 
brought numerous military victories for the Eritrean revolution. The ELF forces 
succeeded in imposing control over all the rural areas and emll cities of 
Eritrea. The military ring around the Ethiopian forces was consolidated in the 
major cities and the positions and bases of the Ethiopian forces came under con- 
tinuous and effective fire from the forces of the ELF. 


“However, the ELF's victories were not limited to the military arena. The front 
aleo succeeded in achieving victories in the political and diplomatic sphere as 
reflected in the visite made by the delegation representing the ELF under the 
leadership of Ahmad Nasir, head of the Revolutionary Council. These visits, 
which tacluded «a number of Arab and foreign capitals, achieved tremendous and 
significant results for the Eritrean cause." 


Political Activity 


The ELF representative then enumerated the visite made by the Eritrean delega- 
tion, which included the visit to Kuwait and the discussions between 
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Revolutionary Council President Ahmad Nasir and Kuwaiti offictale, notably the 
amir and the crown prince, Nasir's extended discussions with Deputy Prime 
Minteter and Foreign Minister Sabah al-Ahmad were very effective in bringing 
about an exchange of views and advice concerning the situation in Eritrea and 
the positive role which Kuwait is playing by supporting the cause in various 
fields, including the political and informational spheres. Nasir aleo held 
discussions with Minister of State ‘Abd-al<'Agiz Husayn. 


The ELF representative stated that the delegation's visit to Syria and ite 
meeting with President Hafiz al-Asad were two other significant accomplishments 
in the political sphere. The Syrian president put forward a firm position and 
— continuing support and assistance for the Eritrean cause in various 
ields. 


Me Salih added: “The delegation's visit to the UAE helped to support and aid 
the Eritrean cause through the statements of officials there pledging all pos- 
sible aid to the Eritrean revolution. During hie meeting with the delegation, 
President Zayid indicated that his country will spare no effort or position in 
support of the Eritrean cause, which he described as 4 just cause.” 


Explanatio. of the Lesue To the Soviets 


Me Salih said: “The ELF delegation'’s visit ot Moscow was one of the highlights 
of the front's political activity in 1980. In addition to the results attained 
through discussions with Soviet officials, the visit itself was a good opportu- 
nity to explain the justice of our ca we and our legitimate right to independence 
and sovereignty. This visit succeedod in clarifying the Eritrean position to the 
Soviets, who had previously relied on the information and political assertions 

of the Ethiopians to form their conception of the Eritrean situation." 


The ELF representative felt that ..e consideration of the Eritrean case by the 
International Peoples Court, wh.c’: has ite headquarters in Milan, Italy, was 

one of the successes achieved by the Eritrean revolution in the political sphere. 
This court condemmed Ethiopia f +r its occupation of Eritrea. In its discussion 
of the case, which was based on the examination of a large number of documents 
and international records, the court asserted that Eritrea has never been 4 part 
of Ethiopia but constitutes an independent entity, and it underlined the neces- 
sity of granting Eritrea complete independence. 


Summarizing some of the other achievements of the revolution, Salih mentioned 

the following: the recommendation put forward by the Arab League, which met 
recently i: Tunis, calling for support of the Eritrean cause both morally and 
materiali, and ‘n various fields; the success of the Eritrean General Federation; 
the election of . representative of the Eritrean Journalists Federation as assis- 
tant secretary~general of the Arab Journalists Federation; participation in the 
Conference of Solidarity Wir) the Palestinian People held in Lisbon; participa- 
tion in the Arab People's vwonference held in Paris; and participation in the 
International Socialism Conference in Spain. 
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Domeatic Accomplishments 


Concerning the domestic aphere and the ELF's accompliahmenta in liberated 
Eritrean territory, Salih eaid the following: 


"The front put an agricultural reform law into effect in accor ance with which 
tracts of arable land seized by the front in the liberated areas were distri- 
buted to Eritrean citizens. Eritreans have felt the effects of thie step for 
the first time. They have become landowners for the first time, their Land 
having previously been appropriated by large landowners and agencies of the 
Ethiopian regime. Another innovation which has been put into effect is the 
concept of cooperatives. The cooperatives have opened up a good opportunity by 
compensating for the shortage of agricultural machinery through centralized group 
effort. The outcome of this measure along with the agricultural reform program 
was that the ELF was able to ensure some of the daily necessities for the 
Eritrean people in the interior. These two measures were accompanied by another 
measure aimed at protecting animal reeources." The ELF representative also 
stated the following: "A modest but ambitious plan was implemented by the ELF 
in the field of education. With just a few resources and a emall amount of aid-- 
from Kuwait, to be apecific--the front succeeded in opening 130 primary and 
secondary schools. Through these schools, the children and young people of 
Eritrea have gained the opportunity for an education which was denied them under 
Ethiopian colonialism." The front aleo made another modest effort with its 
limited resources to provide health care and services. ‘alih described this 
effort as falling far short of the required level. 


Unity of the Groups 


After summarizing the front's accomplishments in the domestic sphere, the ELF 
representative turned to the issue of umity, which he preferred to call “the 
unity of the revolutionary groups" rather than national unity inasmuch as the 
Eritrean people are united against Ethiopian colonialism. The representative 
said: 


“Although many efforta have been made to establish a united organization in 
order to achieve a wified military, political and economic strategy, these 
efforts have not been crowned with success ever since the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Eritrea dared to attack the rear positions of the ELF on 
28 August 1980 and determined to adhere to this course. The ELF considers 
this development to be a reversal of the agreement of 20 October 1977 which 
called for the necessity of working to achieve unity between the two groups.” 


He said: “The ELF sees unity as an inevitability which must be achieved in 
spite of the recurring hardships the front has faced in its efforts toward 
this goal." 


He added: “When unity is achieved, it will help shorten the road to independ- 
ence and impose sovereignty on all the territory of Eritrea." 
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Favore a Just Solution 


Next Mr Salih turned to the ELF'a conditions for a peaceful solution to the 
Eritrean problem and the front's position on the seven-point plan advanced to 
the Ethiopians by the Popular Front. 


He said: “The ELF has stated in the past and continues to atate that it favors 
a peaceful solution to the Eritrean problem but only on the condition that it 
be a just solution. In other words, it must guarantee the aspirations and 
rights of the Eritrean people to independence and sovereignty. In the absence 
of this, the ELF considers any other solution to be a capitulative solution. 
The front has not followed such a course in the past and will not do so in the 
future because it believes in the necessity of working in every sphere of activi- 
ty to achieve complete independence. Therefore, the ELF affirms once again, as 
it has affirmed in the past, ite willingness to meet w.th the Ethiopians, but 
without any prior conditions on their part. This is a permanent position of 
the ELF which it wil! never abandon. 


"As for the plan advanced by the Popular Pront, we consider it a renunciation 
of the stratcgic goal of the Eritrean revolution.” Salih described the Popular 
Front's proposal that a referendum be held in Eritrea as follows: “It destroys 
the revolution's unique role as the representative of the Eritrean people, a 
goal which was not achieved easily but came as a result of years of continuous 
struggle involving the sacrifice of thousands of lives. How can the Popular 
Front so easily destroy the legitimate right of the revolution to represent its 


people?” 


He added: “The ELF feels that any effort to negotiate with the Ethiopians must, 
as one of ite main conditions, proceed from all the groups in the revolution. 
No one group has the right to unil-terally advance such proposals which bring 
with them dangers to the Eritrean people and the Eritrean revolution." 


The ELF representative conclude¢ his discussion by pointing out that 1981 holds 
in store numerous development, oeneficial to the Eritrean cause. These develop- 
ments will ensue from the implementation of the plan of action endorsed by the 
ELF in the seminar which ite foreign representatives held in Damascus last 
December. The seminar pointed to the need to become active in the Arab, African 
and international spheres to explain the full dimensions of the problem and win 
backing and support for the cause in all circles.

BISSAU VIEWS PAICV ESTABLISHMENT AS BETRAYAL

[Article: "Which One Is Foreign to the PAIGC: '14 November’ or the PAICV"] 


[Excerpts| As we heard from the "famous" reports of the BBC correspondent in 
Cape Verde, Manuel Delgado, one of the reasons for the creation of the African 
Independence Party of Cape Verde (PAICV) in Praia was "to prevent Cape Verdian 
interference in the internal affairs of Guinea-Bissau." The question imme- 
diately arises: Didn't they have any other arguments to present’ 


That justification is lacking in imagination, vague and devoid of political 
comtent if we understand Aristides Pereira should have the courage to assume his 
eritical positions purely and simply as a member and secretary general and not 
as chief of state of Cape Verde, as unfortunately has emerged from the deci- 
sions of the Council of Ministers and of leaders in the islands. 





With the strange appearance of the PAICV, the real members of the PAIGC ask 
themselves, how has such illegitimacy been possible, and what are the reasons 

of the secretary general as the principal replacement of Amilcar Cabral, to dare 
to be the first to toss into the trash bin the gigantic structure erected by the 
internationalist fighter and founder of our nationality. 


Regardless of how adventurous, dictatorial and ambitious (why not say desperate) 
men may be, they should never abuse the patience and understanding of their 
peers. Now we ask: which of the methods is more foreign to the principles of 
the PAIGC: 14 November, or the creation of the PAICV on the backs of the major- 
ity of the party members’ 


If the “organic structure of the Council of the Revolution” is illegal, is 
something that is not embodied in the statutes of the PAIGC (nor could it be 
embodied in any law in the world inasmuch as the leaders who make them never 
provide in their documents for their removal by force of arms in the case of 
improper political or economic conduct and the complete blockage of the demo- 
cratic machinery), more illegal is the replacement in Cape Verde of Cabral's 
PAIGC by Aristides Pereira's PAICV, inasmuch as that decision--which we here 
regard as dissidence--is not written in any PAIGCC program.

General Arietides Pereira to face a congress that would critically analyze the 
whole process that led to 14 November. Could it have been the fear of losing 
hie “hide” or the shame of being criticized that led Aristides Pereira to make 
a pact with the fractionaliate? 


Because, otherwise, Aristides would have accepted the invitation to come to 
Bissau to ascertain the facts close up and see the people of whom he is the 
main leader--because he is the main leader of the party--or would have pro- 
posed other alternatives of dialog for resolution of the party crisis. That 
is, if he were still interested in the party. In Cape Verde, the members of 
the supreme directorate of PAIGC do not have either the legal or moral preroga- 
tive, or the right, to convene a unilateral congress from a minority position 
and to decide on the death of the party, inasmuch as much more than 50 percent 
of ite members are in Guinea-Bissau. 


And the conelusion that leads us to is that someone who wished to take advantage 
of our situation to set himself up as a “thinker and ideologue," and failing to 
achieve this, pushed the others to form their own party so that his name would 
also appear i> the roster of founders of another of the thousands of movements 
that inhabit **o world ideological spectrum. 


All of that is nothing but a betrayal of the people of Guinea-Bissau and Cape 
Verde. 


Any courageous, honorable and conscientious man in the place of Secretary 
General Aristides Pereira would have opted for resignation from his party post 
and would never have ventured to create another party behind the back of his 
own party and forgetting the PAIGC, which made him a political man and by the 
dint of which he was placed in the position of chief of state of the Republic 
of Cape Verde.

MMM SECRETARY GENERAL BERENGER PREDICTS FALL OF GOVERNMENT 
Port Louls LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 30 Jan - 5 Feb 81 p 3 
[Interview with Paul Berenger, Secretary General of MMM; date and place not given] 


[Text] Fed by confusing articles in the press, speculation is 
circulating at full throttle on the subject of the date of the 
next legislative elections and the possibility of an electoral 
alliance between the MMM and the PSM. (Mauritian Socialist 
Party). To clarify matters, LE NOUVEAU MILITANT considered it 
useful to ask the secretary general of the MMM, Paul Berenger, 
the questions which are at the center of the political news at 
present. Paul Berenger explains below the constitutional 
provisions relating to the holding of the elections, which 
permit the present government to stay in place until October 
1982. Regarding negotiations between the MMM and the PSM, the 
secretary general of the MMM points out that it is too early, 
at this stage, to say that agreement will be reached between 
the MMM and the PSM, because discussions on the details of an 
eventual common program for the government have not yet been 
completed. 


[Question - LE NOUVEAU MILITANT] Speculation is circulating at full force regarding 
the date of the next legislative elections after the dissolution of Parliament on 

28 December 1981. Each story goes arotind with the most fantastic predictions. 

Where do things stand exactly, in constitutional and legal terms? 


[Answer - Paul Berenger] I would iike to take advantage of the opportunity to 
clarify the constitutional and legel situation regarding this point. According to 
our 1968 constitution, the present Legislative Assembly “stands dissolved," that is, 
it will be dissolved automatically on 28 December 1981, if it has not been dissolved 
before that date by the prime minister. Although section 57 of the constitution 

of 1964, which was replaced by the constitution of 1968, under the heading of 
“general elections," provided that general elections were to be held within a 

period of three months after a dissolution of the Legislative Assembly, the 1968 
constitution does not state within what period a “writ of election" must determine 
the date of general elections. 
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The Powers of the Prime Minister 
[Question] How then should we interpret this problem of the writ of elections? 


[Answer] That was provided for in a section of the Representation of the People's 
Ordinance, but that section was amended on 21 October 1972 to give full power to 
the prime minister to determine the date of the elections when he sees fit. 


[Question] Neither the constitution nor the Representation of the People's 
Ordinance provide, then, for the time when elections must be held after the 
dissolution of the Legislative Assembly. 


[Answer] In effect, the constitution and the Representation of the People's 
Ordinance do not make clear when the general elections must take place after the 
dissolution of the Legislative Assembly. In such a case the problem would evolve 
into a practical problem. 


[Question] And doesn't the budget have any impact on the holding of the general 
elections in tha* case? 


{Answer} [In efiect, it will be necessary to wait for a few weeks until the 
government brings the budget for 1981/82 to a vote. We know that such a budget 
will terminate by 30 June 1982. Elsewhere, a clause from the Finance and Audit 

Act of 1973 provides that if a fiscal year ends without the budget for the following 
fiscal year having been voted on, the minister of finance, for a period not 
exceeding four months, may make use of the “Vote on Account" to authorize 
expenditures proportional, item by iter, to those approved for the preceding 

fiscal year. 


Elections Depend on Several Factors 


[Question] Therefore, in this lega)-constitutional imbroglio legislative 
elections could take place much later on? 


[Answer] It is true that constitutionally, legally, and in practice, although 
the Legislative Assembly will cease to exist on 28 December 1981, the government 
could set the date of the general elections for around October, 1982. However, in 
practice it would be quite a different matter. I have difficulty in imagining how 
the present government could remain in office for more than 6 months in 1982 with- 
out the existence of the Legislative Assembly. Furthermore, the government would 
give the impression of hanging on absolutely to the very end to the benefit of 
power. Howev r, in fact it is probably that the date of the next general 
elections wa ~ denend on the attitude which the International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank adop: and on the margin for maneuver which they will leave to the 
government with particular regard to the budget for 1981/82. The increase in 
salaries is to take effect after 1 July 1981 and the publication of the Pay 
Research Unit's report, which will take place this year. At this stage my feeling 
fs that the general elections will tae place in the second half of 1981. 
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A Very Difficult Year - 1981 


[Question] At the beginning of this new year, as the leader charged with 
economic affaires in the MMM, how do you see the economic situation? 


[Answer] It seems clear to me that those who put all their hopes in a good 
performance in 1981, to the point of believing that it will quickly improve the 
situation, particularly as far as our balance of payments and the shor*age of 
foreign exchange are concerned, take a very short-sighted view. The report of 
the World Bank, dated September, 1980, stated--and I tend to agree with it-that 
the problem of the deficit in ovr balance of payments “is not a transient 
phenomenon" and will therefore be with us for the next several years. 


[Question] Then this year threatens already to be difficult? 


[Answer] Whether it is a matter of unemployment, inflation, the balance of 
payments, or the state budget, the year will be difficult. That is why, since 
the first days of Ja. uary, 1981, we have been busy beginning the activity of the 
National Anti-Unemployment Front again. We are also mobilizing, as of now, trade 
unions and salaried workers around the themes of the salary schedule that is to 
take effect after 1 July 1981, while we wait for the presentation in April or May 
of the budget for 1981/82. Further, it is expected that the year will be 
particularly difficult and active in the fields of private secondary education, 
the building industry, the tea trade, and the port. 


Negotiations Between the MMM and the PSM 


[Question] The negotiations between the leaders of the MMM and the PSM are at 
present arousing lively debate both within and outside the party. Where do the 
discussions stand and how much ground has been covered up to now? 


[Answer] The discussions between the leaders of the MMM and the PSM are being 
continued at the accelerated rate of twice a week. The discussions bear above all 
on an eventual common program of government. At this stage of the iiscussions the 
respective leaders have agreed on a division of 42 seats for the MMM and 18 seats 
for the PSM, on the reduction of the number of ministries to 18, and on the 
abolition of the posts of parliamentary secretaries. They have also agreed on 
the need, when the discussions between the leaders are concluded, to assign me and 
Boodhoo to Rodrigues to make an inquiry on the ground before deciding on the 
attitude which would be adopted toward the Organization of the People of Rodrigues 
(OPR) in Rodrigues. We have also discussed, as far as electoral symbols are 
concerned, the need to work out the most practical solution for the two partners. 
However, even if the two groups of leaders had already reached agreement on all 
these points, it would still be too soon, from the point of view of the MMM 
leadership, to say that an agreement between the MMM and the PSM would be reached, 
since the discussions on the details of an eventual common program of government 
are still far from having been completed, as between the two groups of leaders. 

It will not be until the leadership is fully satisfied on this point that it will 
fully commit itself. 
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Modalities of the Alliance 


(Question) And what te the attitude of the MMM leadership toward the different 
gtoupe which are against the alliance? 


|lAnewer) At thie stage we will say that we have paid particular attention to the 
atguments advanced by the different tendencies within the party, which are opposed 
to thie alliance between the MO and the PSM. It ie inevitable that these differ- 
ent tendencies are somewhat “ahead” of the political bureau of the MMM because, 

on the one hand, they began their campaign several weeks ago already in the various 
party elements, ae they have the right to do, whereas the political bureau has not 
yet entered the campaign, since it ise not yet satiefied at this stage that an 
agreement between the MAM and the PSM is possible. 


[Question] Will the leadership of the party eventually get into the campaign? 


|Anewer) The leadership will become involved in the campaign if and when it 
considers that the discussions on the details of an eventual government progras 
have ended to it* satiefaction. in euch 4 case, a8 we have already eaid and now 
repeat, we woul’ commit ourselves fully. What we foresee at thie stage is that 
the diecuseicss between the two party leaderships would end before 15 February. 


A Debate in Depth 


[Question) If everything goes to the satisfaction of the leadership, when would 
you expect to call together the delegates of the Ma? 


|Anawer] An assembly of the delegates of the MMM devoted to such a debate could 
be fixed for Sunday, 15 or 22 February, and there would then follow as auch debate 
as the delepates would consider necessary before an assembly of delegates is 
called on to vote, having all the 4d: .sile of the accord which the leadership of 

the MM would propose, either for o* against the principle of an electoral alliance 
between the MM and the PSM. As we know, such a vote would have to obtain the 
approval of two-thirds or gore of the delegates. It would be desirable that the 
whole question of an alliance between the MM and the PSM be decided on 15 March.

FRELIMO'S DOS SANTOS COMMENTS ON STAY IN CUBA

[Text] “That impressive and enthusiastic sea of people in the plaza was a beau- 
tiful lesson for all of ue. Each person there could be felt to have strength, 
goodwill and conviction, The way the people reacted to Fidel's words, that warmth 
shown by the people, was for us a great demonstration of the solidarity of the 

party and of the people-party and party—people identification found here in Cuba...." 


For Marcelino dos Santos, a member of the Politburo of the FRELIMO [Mozambique 
Liberation Front) Party in Mozambique, who granted an interview to GRANMA just a 
few hours before returning to his country, the extraordinary concentration of 
people at the massive closing of the Second Party Congress was very impressive 
That confirms, he said, Fidel's words that “the Communist Party of Cuba [PCC] is 
a party of the people.”

[Text] The South African refugee teacher who was kidnapped at St. Joseph's School 
at Meimpofu near Manzini on the 19th of last month was interrogated by his captors 
before being released on Tuesday night. 


The teacher, Mr. Joe Pillay, told the Times during an interview in Mbabane yester~- 
day that he was kidnapped that evening and taken straight to South Africa. 





‘Why did you leave?’ 


He said his captors basically wanted to know why be left South Africa. Mr. Pillay 
does not know exactly where in the Republic he was being detained during his three 
weeks of captivity. 


He was dumped at Mbabane after his release on Tuesday but he does not know by whom 
as he was blindfolded. We then made his way back to St. Joseph's. 


"I think | am extremely fortunate to be set free and to be back in Swaziland,” 
said Mr. Pillay, who told the Times that he was treated satisfactorily by his cap- 
tors.

Talking of the night of his capture, he said his kidnappers told him they were tak- 
him back to South Africa. 


He tried to resist, but was overpowered by the kidnappers - three blacks and two 
coloureds. 


Mr. Pillay has expressed his thanks to all those pecple who tried to gain his 
release.

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"Finally, I would like to thank al) those people who endeavored to gain my release, 
especially members of the Swaziland government and the Royal Swaziland Police who 
played such a role in capturing my captors. 


"Many thanks are also due to the staff and other people at St. Joseph's who were 
very concerned about me," he said. 


There is still no official comment about rumours that the four men arrested in 
connection with Mr. Pillay's disappearance have been granted bail.

SWAZISHLP PROBLEMS--Minister for Justice, Mr. Polycarp Dlamini, who is chairman of 
a caretaker board of directors for Swaziship, in which the Swazi nation has a 50 
percent interest, has told the Ngwenyama that the corporation is experiencing diffi- 
culties because of lack of support from big businesses in Swaziland.

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COFFEE GROWERS OVERCOME PROBLEMS

[Text] Coffee growers in Ruvuma Region have recorded a significant crop output 
during the last three years. So far, 8,058 tons for the 1980/81 season have been 
sold to the Co fee Authority of Tanzania (CAT). 


According to the Authority's Ruvuma Zonal Manager, Ndugu Godwin Asulumenye CAT has 
already paid an advance payment in growers totalling 72 million/-. 


Last season, total output in the area amounted to 5,282 tons worth over 52 million/-. 


Ngudu Asulumenye attributed this increased coffee production in the area to peasant's 
efforts to improve production as required by CAT. 


He pointed out, for example, that during the 1976/77 season coffee production in 
the zone stood at only 3,072 tons worth 36,873,672/60. 


Ndugu Asulumenye said at Mbinga lest week-end CAT's coffee improvement programme was 
intended to encourage growers to use modern farming techniques including application 
of fertilisers, insecticides ax provision of extension services. 


Extension services are provided by CAT at subsidised prices. Other basic in- (as 
printed) were also made available to growers on long-term loan arrangements, he 
said. 


The Zonal Manager indicated that the coffee improvement campaign was hampered by 
the notorious, Coffee Berry Disease (CBD) and leaf minor disease. 


Other prob.ems ‘nclude poor road networks from growing areas to marketing centres. 
Ndugu Asulumenye said. For example, he pointed out most feeder and trunk roads 
were impassable during wet seasons. Despite these problems, the Manager added, 
peasants were determined to ‘prove the crop for the benefit of the nation's 
economy.

TANESCO TO MINIMIZE BLACKOUTS--The Tanzania Electric Supply Company (TANESCO) is to 
adopt a modern wire connecting and joining technique aimed at stopping once and 

for all, the frequent power blackouts that plague the country's urban centres, it 
has been learnt. TANESCO is to switch from the mechanical and bolted joints to 
compression joints applied with a special adhesive chemical. This new technique, 
it is hoped, will greatly reduce blackouts. The TANESCO Director of Operations, 
Ndugu K.A. Derna, told the DAILY NEWS yesterday that it had been found out that 
low voltage, lieht dimming and power fluctuations were either due to loose connec- 
tions or joints. Loose connections were in turn caused by corrosive effects on the 
joints which was particularly high in the coastal areas, he said.
